The concluding paragraph, of tho finding 
ofthe Court of Inquiryintothocireumatances 
gfignding. the loss. of the British steamer 
Holyrood, . published in the Government 
Gazette of Wriday ‘last, and reprodveed’ in 
our issue of Saturday, deals.with a subject 
desorving of much more prominones than 
conveyed in the mild, half-hearted terms in 
which it’ was couched. No ons who has 
read the ovidenico taken at tho inquity can 
come to any other conclusion than that the 
Holyrood was at the timo porfectly seaworthy 
—in fact, that ship, engines and boilors, 
wore in good condition, the only drawback 
being the Ballow wood decks, Now, Ballow 
ds a hard, heavy, and somewhat fine-grained 
timber, valuable for building purposes, and, 
very strong, but. by no means pliant. or 
expansive cnough to mako a tight ship's 
deck. Henco, the objection by Lloy’s 
surveyor to recommend her to the Insurance 


Companies for the carrying of petishable 
cargu, likely to be damaged by tho water 
working through the decks. The owners, 

of course, testify that thoy instructed thoir 
agents at Saigon not to load the ship 
deeper than usual, andthat tho latter in- 

formed thei by letter that their instructions 
hnd been obeyed. It is of courao impossible 
now tu ascertain what was tho weight of 
cargo carried by tho Holyrood on. this ill- 
fated voyage; but we know the practice of 
many of our Chiness ship-owners, ‘and 

especially of charterers, too well to 
doubt, from the evidence of the only 
survivor, that the ship was. londed 
far beyond what. she. should havo 
doen. ‘The greedinesa—we can call it Sy 
no milder namo—to get tlie most out of 
the ship for thei money's worth ; that is, 
to fill every available nook and cranny in 
the hold, whether tlie eargo be hoavy ‘or 
light, —bo it lead, iron, rice, or light freight, 

and then to encumber the whole docks with 
tiore cargo that cannot bo put in the holds, 
has been what-in former years shipmastera 
had. to fight hard againat, thus inctirring 
the ill-will of thoir‘owners, who considered 
themselves imposed upon, but were unable 
to help themaelves. The times have changed 
sints those days for shipmasters. ‘The 
steady inereaée im the number of steamers, 

which are surely and: steadily ousting nile 
ing vessels out of thoir old Lines of traffic, 
being able to make three or four trips to 
a sailing ship's one, have materially dimi- 
nished the number of ships, thereby throw- 
ing a large numbor of masters and mates 
out of omployment,- These mon, somo. of 
whom are bound by local or family ties 
to the place—others. uf . whom’ come 
secking engagements—are too often ‘glad 
tv accept any employment offering, . no 
matter how small the salary. ° Qn. this 


hor are indies, ‘and with a now re-, 


accoynt, a shipmaster now-a-days will strain 
a point to lense his employers, knowing 
full well that to displease them, or to be 
too atiffregarding aden extra‘tons of cargo, 
means his dismissal on the firat opportuni 
and knowing, also, that for every locally- 
owned vessel in the’ place. there are: two 
or ‘threo unemployed shipwastors ‘anxious 
tv fill his berth: Thus itis that ships. aro 
heavily. overburdened and sent’. to-’sen, 
whon cargo offera,‘ and tho checks” that’ 
formerly existed in the firm attitude of the 
Captains no longer exist.”

Wo go further than that, and say it ws time 
for the Government to step in, and with 
the French; ' Netherlands, and Hong- 
kong Governments, and, if possible with 


the Home Government, legislate against 
and endeavour. to put ao stop to, this 
practice ;, so that throngh the aid of 
the authorities in all the ports in dircot 
scommunication with this Colony:the- evil 
could. be dealt, with at both: énds of the 
route ; the British Consuls in China Jook- 
ing after tho interests and the lives of the 
crews and passengers in the ease of. all. ves- 
sels bound to the Colony. The practice of 
heavily averloading is‘ more pravalent, wo 
believe, in Chinese and native owned vessels 
than in European owned ships; and should 
our Government take tho'matter in. hand 
oarteatly, we believe ita remedy easy af ace 
complishmeut.

We take it that tho irregularity would 
not“bo repeated. Tho cmbassy, in fact, 
would not oven be. received by: the Japan- 
ase, who have far too keen a sense of dip- 
lomatic propricty to countenance for a 
single moment any act so compromising to 
all parties, It is.a pity that the Liuchiu- 
ans, atill cling 60 confidingly to their hopes 
of Ohinose intervention. The coldnoss and 
noglect with which their embaasics are treat- 
ed in Peking ought to show them how vain 
it is to look on China as their friend, It is 
simply hor own prestige that China is sook- 
ing to maintain in this long controversy 
with Japan, and tho soonor the Liuchiuans 
realiso this fact the better it will be for 
their peace of mind.—N. C.D. News,
